All the proletariat groups here have 
decided In favor of a general strike 
and news has been received that the 
workmen's council and the allied bod­ 
ies at Moscow have also pronounced 
in favor of It.

Dec. 2 0.— Fig ires com­ 
piled by the state auditor show/ that 
the va I tie of taxable property In Indi­ 
ana this > 1 »r is I >5.750.393 greater 
than ;he value of properly reported 
for taxation in the year 1904. 
These 
figures are shown In the annual report 
of the state auditor now being pre­ 
pared for the governor. 
The report is for the fiscal year 
that ended Oct. ll last. 
The taxable 
property in the state at the close of 
the fiscal year was SI,599.til2,122. 
‘ This great increase is accounted 
for,” said Deputy Auditor Billheimer, 
“ by the increased taxation levied by 
the state board of tax commissioners 
on the corporations of the state and 
by the increased assessment of per­ 
sonal property 
The increase in taxa­ 
tion is also due to the fact that larger 
amounts of credits are being given in 
each year for taxation— given in as 
the result of the activity of tax offi­ 
cers in search of sequestered prop­ 
erty. 
The report shows that the public 
debt has been reduced in the last year 
$459,000. 
The total foreign debt of 
the state at this time is $959,615.12. 
In addition the state owes $484,000 to 
Purdue university and the state insti­ 
tution at Bloomington. 
“ Of the foreign debt of the state.*' 
explained 
Deputy Billheimer. “ $154,* 
1 OOO is all that is payable at this time. 
I The rest is not due until 1910. 
This 
$154 .OOO will be paid about Jan. IO.”

was $266,740.34 
The balance in the 
treasury on Oct. St last was $399,- 
699.05. 
The 
auditor

paid to the treasurer during the year 
ending Oct. 31 the sum of $6,791,945.- 
08. 
The auditor disbursed during this 
period $6.658.986.37. 
This sum was 
paid out for the support "Of state insti­ 
tutions. officers’ salaries, etc. 
Last night the safe iii the office of 
the state treasurer held $857,450.83 in 
cash. 
At the auditor’s office it is said 
that by Jan. I the amount of money j 
the state will have on hand will be I 
something like $1,600,600.
